Ferris” has developed into the most 
violent boomeranag that Oklahoma 
has seen in recent years. When first 
published 
by the Gore managers 
it created a deep impression thru- 
out the state and the Ferris mana­ 
gers conceded that it was the most 
damaging attack 
that 
had been 
made on the Lawton congressman. 
Since Jean P. Day admitted at Ash­ 
land that he wrote the letter in 
the Gore headquarters. and signed 
the $1,000 check accompanying the 
challenge the famous 
letter has 
kicked back with disastrous effect. 
The admission by Judge Day that 
he himself was the “wounded sol­ 
dier,” and that he alone was its au­ 
thor, was made under rather dra­ 
matic circumstances at a picnic at 
Ashland. The Ferris managers al­ 
ready had proof that Day had writ- 
ten the letter and when Wallace 
Wilkerson of McAlester was speak­ 
ing he put the question directly to 
Day, warning him that Wilkerson 
had the proof that Day wrote the 
letter.

TOPEKA, Kans. July 30.— An in­ 
crease in the number of cars made 
available for the shipment of wheat 
to market is affording some relief 
t o 'Kansas farmers in the problem . 
of marketing their grain, according 
to state officials and bankers inter­ 
ested in the wheat movement. 
Although there are not yet enough 
cars to move all the wheat, and 
many cars promised by the inter­ 
state 
commerce commission 
have 
not arrived, and railroad officials 
are unable to give any definite as­ 
surance as to when they will arrive, 
the car shortage is not so desper­ 
ate now as it has been in past years. 
Officials of the slate board of 
agriculture estimate that there are 
still stored on Kansas farms 22,- 
000,000 bushels of last year’s wheat 
crop, and an additional 8,000,000 
bushels of last year’s 
wheat 
in 
Kansas elevators. 
A 
perceptible 
movement of this “ hold-over crop” 
is now reported by the State Board 
of Agriculture. 
There remains, however, the vast­ 
ly greater problem of moving this 
years* wheat crop, variously esti­ 
mated at 110^000,000 to 135,000,- 
000 bushels to the great milling and 
export centers. 
Bankers are vitally concerned in 
the wheat movement problem. Ac­ 
cording to J. R. Anspaugh, secre­ 
tary of the Kansas State Banker’s 
Association, bankers 
have 
$65,- 
000,000 tied up in loans on crops 
which await marketing. Many of 
these loans are long over-due, and 
the prospects are that the amount 
involved in crop loans will easily 
reach $100,000,000 with the ripen­ 
ing of the present wheat crop. 
Some relief has been obtained, 
Mr. Anspaugh said, from the re­ 
cent announcement of the Federal 
reserve board that it favored ex­ 
tension of crop loans, and the fact 
that federal reserve banks had been 
authorized to accept wheat papers 
from member banks or from other 
banks 
through 
correspondents. 
Railroad 
officials 
have warned 
farmers of their inability to move 
the new wheat crop promptly and 
urged them to make arrangements 
to hold it on farms properly stacked 
or in bins.
